Taping Seams 


One of the ‘most effective 
ways of keeping a ‘garment in 
shape Is taping the seams, a

Waistlines should always be 
taped, and armholes, yokes and 
necklines frequently need tap- 
ing, This is cspecially so if the 
fabric is loosely woven. 
Circular-skirted models should 
have back seams taped, other- 
wise, no matter how carefully 
fitted and detafled, the back 
senms may sag. 


“Machine-stitch the tape .or 
sew—it--on—-in--small--running 
stitches to open seam on both 
sides of seamline. If both sides 
of scam are pressed in one 
directlon, then one row. of 
stitching, cicse to  seamline, 
should be sufficient. 


Zipper Fastening .. 
* On fine-finished dresses, vthe 
zipper fastening is usually 
hand-sewn to’make a secure 
but almost invisible: ‘ placket 
opening. Follow the directions 
on the slide ‘fastener RB 
or those included with the pat~ 
fern. Instead ‘of machine- 
stitching the zipper to the gar- 
ment, though, sew one. row of 
smali running stitches as close 
to the metal as possible. 


For such fabrics as_ sillc, 
rayon and fine cottons, Sew @ 
second row one-cighth of an 
inch from tho first row. For 
bulky fabrics such as, velvet, 
wool, velveteen, make it one- 
sixteenth of an inch from the 
first row. 


Pile fabrics have o tendency 
to slip under.the presser foot 
even.though basted. Swing the 
zipper as suggested makes -it 
possible to hoid ‘the fabric 
securely while you're sewing.
